Speculation on Wall street is in tbe 


Advance in the march of commercial 
progress. 
Millions of shares of capi- 


tal stock In the late made trusts are 
bought and sold among the knowing 
members of the Stock Board. 
The 


seller, it is believd, will have the ad- 
vantage in the market upon the theory 
that a panic may come from over spec- 
ulation, if from no other cause. 
The 


more sanguine will rely on McKinley's 
policy to keep the stock world afloat 
and business on tbe run without dan- 
ger of a smashup from a broken rail 
or a detached boulder which has rolled 
upon the track. 


President McKlnlev sends good crops 


to the farmers and makes corn grow in 
abundance on the w estern prairies and 
in other parts of the country, but it 
may be he will cnerlook some of his 
prosperous departments and trouble 
may com* U the man has more than 
be can attend to in a legitimate way. 
He should not be overloaded by his 
trt*nd» placing more upon him than 
he can carry to a successful conclu- 
sion in business. 


The opinion is entertained by many 


that panics come only when Democrats 
are in power, which it ia sincerely 
hoped is true for the present and fu- 
ture good of the country. 
Business 


will continue to be prosperous till sup- 
ply and demand part company, which 
condition of affairs has aiwaya been 
disastrous to the schemes of better 
men than President McKinley. Sup- 
ply from some unknown cause for the 
last hundred years has equaled de- 
mand in enlightened countries for the 
necessities of life, but panics have 
come when bins and barns were full, 
which have made people poor who w« re 
rich. 


President McKinley will probably ar- 


range business in a way that will pre- 
vent any more of these unfortunate 
times which have been so disastrous 
to many people who believed themsel- 
ves Independent of hard times. 


The stock markets have tbe appear- 


ance of unusual activity, but futuie 
prices will depend on the money mar- 
ket quite an much as In the creation 
in the future of additional trust stocks. 
There should not be a question in the 
minds of well informed people resect- 
ing the erase there is in the United 
States for combination in all depart- 
ments of business, which has its ori- 
gin in stocks, in additional stocks rep- 
resenting values that are not in the 
properties combined. These stocks bear 
a lie upon their face and have untruth 
as their foundation, which will not sus- 
tain an upright position when adver- 
sity makes an appearance In general 
business affairs. 


It I* not intended to ha\e it inferred 


that President McKinley is a father of 
lies or is a father of liars, or that U 
is believed that he is either, but there 
are more untruth* given to the world 
in financial matters in the* form 
of stocks representing fictitious values, 
which his administration Is trying to 
cfcfe for, than there has been in all 
the administrations that have preceded 
hi* time in the Presidential office. 


These fictions in values, like other 


Action*, exist largely in the imagina- 
tion and for a time their authors and 
thtlr supporters will be on the crests 
of popular waves in seeming splendor, 
Where McKittler and his administration 
appear to be . When the sun of pros- 
perity is shaded and its rays cease to 
giv* color to popular wave crests, the 
Intervening cloud mar become univer- 
sal and burst upon that part of the 
flnanclfci world there is in th* Xrnlted 
Stales with the force of a cyclone. 


ft should be made a subject ft special 


prayer by all good Republicans that 
President McKinley make it his spe- 
cial duty to prevent any clouds from 
passing over the sun of 
prosper- 


ity, as the rays that play upon popular 
wave crests are as necessary to life in 
financial fictions as the h«at that comes 
Iran the President himself to warm 
tbe fictions into life. 


Fictions are not always frauds, but 


whtsh may be made frauds of the 
worst sort. 
Among the latter class 


Of fictions are financial fictions, which 
are receiving from the administration 
such care that it has taken them un- 
der Its special protection, it is not in- 
tended to convey an Impression that 
the administration is a fraud or any 
part of ». fraud as the people are hon- 
est and would not knowingly support a 
fraud. 
Tbe people may be deceived, 


but U would not be proper to print in 
ft newspaper anything from which it 
migbt be supposed that they were 
charged with supporting a fraud. 
If 


Is to toe hoped that it may be true that 
the Impressions, which it is sought to 
•MM abroad about over-speculation, 
I* the result of calamity howlers, 
who h»v* no faith in the ability of

o! the Leading Industries of 


Western Nevada.

The magnitude of the stock industry 


in Western Nevada to not realised, even 
by those who live in this favored sec- 
tion. An Interview with Senator Flan- 
igan, who !• one of the foremost sheep 
(rowers in the State, may tend to 
throw a little light on this subject. 


Senator Flanigan owns a large ranch 


and range near Pyramid Lake and, In 
partnership with James Dunn, owns 
the Cmoke Creek place. 


"We have had a good seasonr" he 


•aid, "managing to save 110 per cent 
in lambing. 
The wool crop will be 


targe. 
The growth Is much thicker 


than usual, although it carries thirty 
per cent less grease. 
This is the re- 


sult of the excess of moisture and good 
wintering facilities. 


"We will clip 40<M>60 pounds of wool. 


Quite a respectable tralnload. Isn't it? 
By the way, I have purchased 36 
•hearing machines. 
They are the Al- 


ien shearers and are the first to be In- 
troduced in the State. No more cutting 
and maiming a sheep. 
The machine 


takes off the wool much cleaner and it 
is impossible for the shearer to inflict 
injury. 


"The 
plant costs about $6000, 
A 


gasoline engine furnishes the power. 
Between »6 and 40 men are required 


to run the rig. 
An expert shearer will 


remove nearly 300 fleeces in a day. 
Part of the outfit will be Bet up at 
Smoke Creek and the balaance at 
Pyramid. 


"Our 
lambs are doing nicely. Don't 


you know that Nevada lambs are su- 
perior to those from any other sec- 
tion of the United States? A few years 
ago there was no market in Chicago 
for Nevada lambs. 
I shipped the 


first consignment there and was com- 
pelled to sell them at a sacrifice. The 
next year lamb* from Western Nevada 
commanded the highest price in the 
Chicago market and now butchers 
from the Windy City-send their repre- 
sentatives here every season tc buy. 


"Three years ago I imported $8000 


worth of Lincoln rams. The experi- 
ment was remarkably successful. Next 
season I sold lambs from these rams 
for $3.40, while the prevailing price was 
only $2.50. This breed is best for 
mutton. 
With me. wool is a second- 


ary consideration. 


"This spring we have 27,000 lambs 


at Smoke Creek and 17,000 at Pyra- 
mid. 
There are at present one hun- 


dred men on the pay roll. 
They re- 


ceive from $30 to $70 a month and 
board."
